exceed that of and numoer of men

who might be crowded along any
given piece of track. And it not

only removes the snow from the

track, but throws it up and through
a wide pipe or lunuel away off from

the road bed. It is calculated that
the rotary plow can clear a railroad
track of any impeding snow and ice

of an average depth of six feet while
beii g pushed along by a locomotive

running from twelve to fifteen miles

an hour. -

These plows are now in successful

operation on the Union Pacific, the

Oregon Railway and Navigation
Company and the Northern Pacific

roads. Quite recently on tho latter
line some 200 miles of track were
cleared of snow, in many places fif-

teen feet deep, in about sixteen
hours.
